Lighting Aids Vision 


Texas School Experiment Shows How 
Eye Defects Can Be Overcome 


The trouble of hew eye trouble 
among Texas school children was cut 
in half in some cases and almpst 
entirely eliminated in others by 
modern lighting and decorating in 
test classrooms is told in’ Better 
Light Better Sight News. The re- 


view of the Texas experiment shows 
that nutritional and chronic infection 
maladies of children also were drast- 
ically cut 

The story starts back in 1939 when 
school authorities found that 50 per 
cent, of children in the elementary 
schools were suffering from eve de- 
fects or various disturbances that 
were affecting or distorting their 
Visual sensation. Even more import- 
ant Was the fact that the incidence 
cf defects was 18%, in the first grade, 
up to 10°; in the third grade, and as 
high as 82°; in the final grade 

In the experiment which followed, 
21 classrooms in the test school were 
rearranged and redecorated that 
the attractively painted walls and 
fixtures would supply a better distri- 
bution of natural light. Cream and 
white were the dominant shades used 
in the new color scheme, 

The tests showed two things —first 
that the amount of natural light was 
increased greatly by the redecorating 
plan: and second, that the rate of 
eye defects and other ailments 
among the children was drastically 
cut as a result. 

It was found by photometric 
measurements, for instance, that the 
horizontal intensities of light which 
previously had run from 25° foot- 
candles at the windows down to 
foot-candles at the inner wall were 
increased to 42 foot-candles at the 
windows and 19 feot-candles at the 
inner wall 

The real test of the new system 
came six months later When the 396 
children participating in the experi- 
ment Were re-examined medically. 
The results were impressive, as can 
be seen from the following statistics: 

Refractive eve problems were re- 
duced from 53.36; to 22,8° Non- 
refractive eye problems were cut from 
Bae; to 386 Nutritional problems 
were cut from 71.3867 to 30.5¢,; and 
finally, chronie infections were = re- 
duced from 75.207 to 51,26

(By R. J, Deachman in Ottawa Journal) 
FEW days ago at the O.A.C., Guelph, I spoke to the second-year class 
in economics.

WILL DIDSBURY PLAY ITS PART? 

With the war over and the country 
to get back to peace time production Canada as a whole 
is in line for great strides in the post-war period. We have 


now endeavoring 


unlimited production of forest products, livestock, eruin 
and minerals, and the trend is towards ereater manufact- 
uring. In this respect Alberts is not to lag behind others 
and already plans are being laid fora number of manufae- 
turing concerns in this province. 

But this is not the whole story. At present Alberta 
has one of the greatest oil fields in the British Empire, and 
While we are not producing anywhere near our reauire- 
ments, indications swe that new and ereater oil fields will

Alberta towns, including our own town of Didsbury. Not

BARLEY VARIETIES IN 1945 


During th past summer, Line 
Elevator agents throughout the 
Prairie Provinces were asked to 
estimate the percentage of the 
total barley acreage, in their own 
districts, occupied by different 
varieties. Reports, herein sum- 
marized, were received from 1,961 
grain buyers. 

Manitoba 

In Manitoba, last year, 32.6% of 
the barley acreage was seeded to 
lush, 28.19% to O.A.C. No. 21, 
12.167, to Gartons, 9.79% to Wiscon- 
sin, 84° to Sanalta, and 9.19% to 
ther varieties. The recommended 
varieties, O.A.C, No, 21, Mensury, 
Plush, Wisconsin, Sanalta and Rex 
recounted for 84.207. 

Saskatchewan 

O.A.C, No, 21, the leading variety 
in Saskatchewan, occupied 276%. of 
the acreage, and was followed by 
Plush, 13.896; Hannehen, 13.70%; 
Prospect, 12.79%; Regal, 9.29; 
Trebi, 9.190; Rex, 7.46.3 and other 
varicties, 7.10%. Varieties recom- 
mended for Saskatchewan last vear, 
namely; OAC. No. 21, Plush, 
Newal, Regal, Prospeet, Rex and 
Hannehen, oceupied 84.79% of th 
total Saskatchewan acreage 

Alberta 

In Alberta, O.A.C, No. 21, Newa! 
and Trebi were the varieties of 
major importance occupying 2.067, 


28.50% and 22.09%, respectively, of 
the acreage, while Olli oeenpicd 
ho and others, 1046; ‘The 


recommended varieties, O.A.C, No 
21, Olli, Newal, Sanalta, and Tre!) 
constituted 92.60 
Conclusion 

\ithough the percentage of non- 
recommended varieties is not high 
for the averages of each province 
the above figures do not preclude 
the. possibility that varieties are 
being grown in localities for which 


they are not recommended. The 
inportanee of growing varieties 
recommended for the various soil 


should be considered by all 
‘urmers when plans are being made 
for seeding operations

Complaints of a bitter flavour in| 
cream are often received at this | 
season of the year and throughout | 
the winter. Many farmers find this | 
flavour difficult to understand since | 
conditions would now seem to be! 
at their best for the nroduction of | 
sweet cream. D H. McCallam, dairy 
commissioner, advises, however, 
that most of this bitter cream is | 
not sour. The bitter flavour is not | 
caused by the growth of bacteria, 
but by the activity of the milk 
enzyme known as lipase. 

One precaution that can be taken 
against this bitter or winter fla- 
vour is to avoid using the milk 
from stripper cows, since milk pro- 
duced at the end of the lactation 
period is reported to contain a 
more active form of the enzyme, 
lipase. Increases in the tempera- 
ture of milk and cream after it has 
been cooled 50 degrees Farenheit 
also increase the activity of this 
enzyme. Any practice which in- 
creases the temperature of cream 
after it has been cooled, such as 
the addition of warm freshly sep- 
arated cream to the cold cream, 
or storing the cream ina place 
where temperatures vary consider- 
ably, may create an ideal condition 
for the development of bitterness 
Bitter flavour develops very quick- 
ly in frozen cream, Almost all cans 
of frozen cream show some bitter- 
ness, 

As precautions against bitter fla- 
vour in cream, milk from stripper 
cows should not be used; warm 
freshly separated cream should not 
be added to the cold cream; cream 
should not be stored in a place 
where temperatures vary consider- 
ably, and frozen cream should be 
avoided.
